Ranunculus 


Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  favor  of  this  wonderful 
flower.  It  is  rapidly  taking  its  place  among  the  im- 
portant bedding  and  border  plants  of  this  country.  As 
a cut  flower  it  has  no  equal,  because  of  the  wide  range 
of  colors  and  excellent  keeping  qualities. 

The  giant  French  mixed  stock,  which  we  offer  for 
sale,  have  a color  range  from  palest  of  yellows,  includ- 
ing the  lovely  coral  and  bronze  shades.  Exquisite  shades 
of  pink,  scarlet,  crimson,  and  deepest  red.  (Many  flow- 
ers from  one  bulb.) 

When  planting  during  the  dry  season  we  suggest 
that  you  soak  the  bulbs  3 or  4 hours  before  planting, 
setting  them  with  the  claws  down.  Do  not  use  any 
fertilizer  at  the  time  of  planting.

ANEMONES 

Anemones  are  very  charming  mid-winter  and  spring 
flowering  bulbs.  They  are  valuable  as  bedding  and 
border  plants,  because  of  their  neat,  compact  appear- 
ance. The  colors  of  the  flowers  range  from  the  deepest 
blues  and  purples,  through  the  reds  and  luminous  pinks 
to  bronze  and  translucent  gold.  A planting  of  Anem- 
ones and  Ranunculus  near  each  other  forms  a very 
effective  combination. 

During  the  dry  season  the  bulbs  should  be  soaked 
4 or  5 hours  before  planting,  then  plant  in  a well- 
drained,  sunny  location.

AGAPANTHUS 


Agapanthus  are  known  by  many  as  the  “Blue  Lily 
of  the  Nile.’’  This  is  a highly  desirable  addition  to  any 
garden.  The  foliage  consists  of  many  dark  glossy- 
green,  sword-like  leaves,  which  give  it  a very  luxuriant 
and  tropical  appearance.  iThe  blossoms  are  a clear 
blue,  and  are  borne  in  large  clusters  on  stiff  upright 
stems.  The  plant  is  very  hardy,  and  will  grow  in  shade 
or  sunlight,  and  in  all  kinds  of  soil.

Daffodils  and  Jonquils 


From  the  genus  Narcissus,  we  get  our  earliest,  as  well 
as  most  beautiful  bulb  blossoms.  These  flowers  are  of 
very  easy  culture,  adapting  themselves  to  any  soil  con- 
ditions. 

The  bulbs  increase  quite  rapidly  and  a dozen  or  so 
to  start  with  will  soon  give  a generous  supply  of  cut 
flowers.  The  bulbs  should  be  lifted  and  separated  every 
third  year.  By  careful  selection  of  varieties,  you  can 
secure  a succession  of  bloom  over  a period  of  several 
months. 

King  Alfred,  very  early.  No  doubt  this  is  one  of  the 
finest  of  all  Daffodils,  and  is  used  by  many  as  the  stand- 
ard of  comparison.  Clear  golden  yellow  blossoms,  borne 
on  stiff  upright  stems.

By 
making  subsequent  plantings  at  short  intervals  the 


beauty  and  grace  of  this  flower  may  be  enjoyed  through- 
out the  entire  winter. 

Plant  the  bulbs  in  light  soil  or  fiber  so  that  they 
almost  touch  each  other.  Place  the  container  in  a cool 
dark  place  for  about  five  weeks  then  bring  them  out 
gradually.  They  will  bloom  in  10  to  12  weeks  from 
the  time  they  are  planted.

Best  effects 
are  obtained  by  planting  separate  colors  rather  than 
mixtures. 

Immediately  after  the  plants  have  bloomed,  they  may 
be  lifted  and  heeled  in,  in  some  secluded  part  of  the 
garden,  to  mature  the  bulbs;  thereby  making  the  space 
previously  occupied  by  these  bulbs  available  for  other 
plantings.
